Mrs. Edwards, Under Death 
Sentence*12 Years for Mur- 
der, May Go Free. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 21.—From 
the drift of proceedings before the 
state board of pardons here today, it 
is believed that Mrs. Kate Edwards, 


who has been in the Berks county jail 
for more than twelve vears under gen- 
tence of death for the murder of her 
husband, will be set free. Because of 
her sex, no governor since 1901 has 
cared to sign papers for the carrying 
out of the death sentence. Her case is 
one of the most remarkable in the an- 
nals of Pennsylvania courts. 

Mrs. Edwards was arrested 
1901, for the murder of her 
near Stouchburg. A few days later 
a negro who worked with Edwards 
and who frequently had visited the Ed- 
wards home, was arrested as an ac- 
complice. Ten days after her impris- 
onment, Mrs. Edwards became the 
mother of a negro child. The white 
woman and the negro were sentenced 
to hang. The cases were taken to the 
higher courts.

TEXTBOOK COMMISSION 
INVESTIGATES COSTS 


Two Reports Will Probably Be’ 


Made and Issue Fought 
Out in House. 


= 


Four lines of inquiry will be made 
by the legislature textbook commission 
as decided at a meeting held in State 
Superintendent M. lL. Brittain’s office 
yesterday. They are as follows: 

What a printing plant would cost 
the state; at what price Georgia can 
buy copyrights from authors; if copy- 
rights cannot be bought outright, at 
what oe they can be leased; how 
much it will cost the state to publish 
common school textbooks by contract 
provided the state furnishes the texts. 

Authors of a number of textbooks 
were examined to find out what the 
cost of the books were and also what 
royalties they received. They were 
Lawton B. Evans, superintendent of 
schools in Augusta; S. B. Sanford, pro- 
fessor at the state university, and é. = 
Hunnicutt, of Atlanta. 


Says No Book Trust. 


William E. Pulsifer, who represents 

C. Heath & Co., of New York, was 
also examined. He denied that there 
was any such thing as a “book. trust” 
and produced statistics to show that 
the competition among book publishers 
Was an exceedingly keen one. Mr. Pul- 
sifer wae questioned about the prices 
of spellers, arithmetics and readers. 
He declared that the authors were paid 
a royalty of 6 per cent and that none 
of the copyrights were bought out- 
‘right. A comparison of prices showed 
that the Ontario spellers were sold for 
12 cents as against 15 cents charged in 
Georgia. 

In response to a charge 
Representative C. R. McCrory that 
Georgia school patrons were losing 
$500,000 per year in the exorbitant 
prices which they had to pay for school 
books, the publishers produced figures 
to show that during the last five years 
only about $700,000 had been paid for 
books. That would be an average of 
only $140,000 per year. The average 
price per year per enrolled pupil was 
shown to be 413-5 cents. The amount 
spent last year for common _— school 
textbooks in the state was $170,000. 

Testimony from three large printing 
concerns was to the effect that the ac- 
tual cost of production of textbooks in 
(Georgia would be from 6 to 10 cents 
each more than it was said to be in 
(>ntario.

It was stated from an authoritative 
source that of the five bills under con- 
sideration, the measure requiring the 
deepest thought and which will be of 
greatest importance in the’ minds of 
many, is that which will include Sher- 
man. law definitions, defining specific- 
ally what constitutes conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. That is the measure 
proposed to reduce the ‘debatable 
ground” suggested. by President Wilson 
as surrounding the Sherman law. 

Among the suggestions being consid- 
ered by the committees as to the mean- 


ling which should be given restraints 
under the law are the following: 
Attempts to restrain or prevent in 
any manner any vendee from purchas- 
ing any article from another, or using 
any article obtained from some other 
person, whether such an attempt be 
made by an agreement, provision ex- 
pressed or implied, or be made by con- 
dition in the sale against ¢<"eh pur- 
chase or by imposing amy restriction 
upon the use of the article sold, or by 


makin in the price any restriction 
forbidding the purchaser from dealing 
in such an article made by some other 
person. 

Attempts to restrain or prevent com- 
petition by making discrimination in 
the price or other terms based wpon 
whether the vendee purchases articles 
of particular quantity or aggregate 
price. 

Attempts to prevent or restrain com- 
petition either by refusing to supply 
to any other person requesting the 
same, any article sold, or by consenting 
to supply the same only on terms or 
conditions in some respect less favor- 
able than aecorded another person; by 
supplying or offering to supply to any 
person doing business in any ~articular 
territory articles sold by him upon 
terms or conditions in any respect 
more favorable than are a«ccorded to 
other customers; by making any con- 
traet or arrangement under which a 
purchaser shall not sell any article in 
which he deals, to certain persons or 
class of persons or to those doing busi- 
ness in oertain districts or territory: 
by supplying or offering to supply anv 
article without charge of below cost 
of production and distribution. 

Other acts which may be laid down 
as violations ofthe Sherman law include 
clude upon the business of a competi- 
tor, obtaining information concerning 
his business through bribery. and fix- 
ing an unreasonably high price upon 
some raw material required for pro- 
ducing a competitive article. 

All of these definitions have been 
submitted to the house and senate 
committees, and.are under consideration 
for incorporation in the proposed 
Sherman law’ definitions bill. 


The Suggested Phraseology. 


Phraseology suggested to the com- 
mittee in connection with the feature 
of the trust legislation to make it pos- 
sible for individuals to institute suits 
for relief when damaged by monopo- 
lists, was as follows:

Waco, Texas, January 21.—Judge G.' 
B. Gerald, a stirring figure here during 
dueling days, and an officer of the 
confederate army, died today, aged 77. 
His ashes, by his request, will be scat- 
tered on the Gulf of Mexico by his. 
grandson. ' 

In a pistol duel here in 1897, Gerald | 
shot and killed two men, J. W. Harris, 
managing editor of The Waco Times- | 
Herald, and his brother, W. A. Harris. | 
The Harris brothers were on the side- 
walk, their backs to buildings, while 
Gerald advanced across the street, fir- 
ing and receiving their fire as he came. 
He marched ahead unt!l both dropped 
from his bullets, although one of his 
arms was shattered by a pistol ball. 
The duel was over Gerald’s support 
of The Iconoclast in its attack upon 
a denominational institution of Texas, 
Gerald succeeded to the editorship of 
The Iconoclast in 1898, after its edt- 
tor. W. Cc. Brann, had been killed. 

Gerald was born in Yazoo county, 
Miss. He organized Company E, Eigh- 
infantry, confed- 
erate voluuteers, participating in 
nearly all the great battles of the war, 
and rose to the rank of lieutenant col- 
onel. Gerald was for several years 
judge of the state district court here. |

Crawford died in March, 1909, and 
no charge of murder was made until 
July, 1913, when Dr. H. F. Harris ex- 
humed the body of Crawford and made 
examinations which they declared led 
to but one theory—that Crawford had 
been poisoned and died from the ef- 


lfects of the administration of the poi- 
i gon. i 


This resulted in the criminal 
charge against Mrs, Crawford and her 
arrest. She was confined at the Tower 
one night, going there on her own 
nitiative when she learned that a jus- 
tice of the peace warrant had been 
issued against her.

For full and explicit information on the 


» whole matter The Constitution referred the 
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letter to Governor Slaton. The governor’s 
reply covers tersely and comprehensively 
the entire machinery of the state, as it re- 
fers to legislative appropriations and their 
expenditure for specific purposes, with legis- 
lative mandates controlling conditions under 
which these expeditures are to be paid. 

Under this explanation it appears that in 
accordance with the act of 1908 pensions 
virtually are paid a year in advance, the 
law requiring that pensioners be paid any 
time between January and May of. a given 
year. The governor has no alternative in 
the premises, the law recognizing a condi- 
tion and not a hypothesis, It appears, also, 
that under the law the governor has no al- 
ternative other than to give teachers’ sala- 
ries, unpaid for 1913, priority over revenues 
for 1913 now in the treasury, 
since the veterans have already been paid 
for 1913. 

Aside from clearing up uncertainty in 
the matter, the governor’s communication is 
valuable in reminding us of the inadequate 
fiscal machinery that indefinitely postpones 
the payment of teachers’ salaries. Under 
the tax equalization law this injustice 
Should become a thing of the past.

HIDING UNCLE SAM’S LIGHT. 


Folk who have been negligently viewing 
government reports:as excellent cures for 
insomnia may profitably study the moral of 
a recent bulletin issued by the federal 
bureau of education. The bureau announces 
that matter invaluable to teachers is hidden 
away in the tons of government publications 
that come yearly from the press. It has 
investigated and classified a small portion 
of these publications, issuing thereupon a 
guide which teachers the country over may 
find of advantage ‘in selecting those of the 
publications, bearing pertinently. on their 
work. ! 

Not only teachers but equally students of 
every class, not to mention the laity and 
business men generally, could: find much 
profitable material in government publica- 
tions if it were not so scrupulously hidden. 
The work of all the great federal depart- 
ments and their special commissions and 
representatives, including consular reports, 
and the work of commissions appointed by 
congress, are embodied in the seeming dry- 
as-dust volumes that bear the imprint of the 
government printing office. | 

Each year hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars are appropriated for the-task of dis- 
seminating the information gathered at such 
pains and expense, and what becomes of it? 
Only a relative few of each issue is ever 
called for, and even then: it is doubtful if 
the man or woman who gets in touch with 
the printing office secures. the. greatest 
benefit from the books sent him. 

What Uncle Sam needs, in this. respect, 
is a good press agent and an intelligent 
editor of his multitudinous publications. 
Farmers and tradesmen and manufacturers 
could find stores of information gathered 
for them by the government, but most of it 
is buried under obscure or misleading titles, 
and with introductions and sometimes pres- 
entations that are arid and uninviting. 

A greater degree of intelligence in super- 
vising government publications, with timely 
and well-written bulletins describing their 
contents, would go a long way toward pop- 
ularizing one feature of governmental en- 
deavor now illy appreciated. A few thou- 
sand dollars spent this way each year would 
widen the practical benefits from several 
hundred thousand, the present expenditure 
of which seems at times a dubious bargain.

TRIAL OF 
JOHN BELLINGHAM. 


Right Honorable Spencer Perceval, the 
English statesman, who was premier of Eng- 
land from 1809 to 1812, was assassinated in 
the lobby of the house of commons on May 
11, 1812. There was a certain bankrupt nam- 
ed John Bellingham, a man of disordered 
ernment originating in the refusal of the 
English ambassador at St. Petersburg to in- 
terfere with the regular process of Russian 
brain, who had a grievance against the gov- 
law under which he had been arrested. He 
had applied to Perceval for redress and the 
inevitable refusal inflamed his crazy resent- 


ment. 

On Monday, May 11, the house of commons 
went into committee on the orders in coun- 
cil, and began to examine witnesses. Broug- 
ham complained of Perceval’s absence and he 
was sent for. As he passed through the lob- 
by to reach the house, Bellingham placed a 
pistol to his breast and fired. Perceval was 
dead before a doctor could be found. His 
large family was ill provided for; but the 
house of commons voted him a monument in 
Westminister Abbey, and a grant to his fam- 
ily of $250,000, and further $10,000 a year 
to his widow for life. 

The horror and dismay caused by the as- 
sassination of Mr. Perceval prevented any 
attention being paid to the perpetrator, and 
it was not until the victim was raised from 
the q@loor that a person exclaimed, ‘‘Where 
is the rascal that fired?” when Bellingham, 
who had been unobserved, stepped up to him 
and coolly replied: “I am the unfortunate 
man.” 

Bellingham did not make an attempt to 
escape, though he had thrown away the pis- 
tol by which he had perpetrated the deed. 
When he resigned himself into the hands 
of some of the bystanders, they placed him 
upon a bench near the fireplace, where they 
detained him; the doors were closed, and the 
egress of all persons prevented. When the 
assassin. was interrogated as to his motive 
for this dreadful act, he replied: “My name 
is Bellingham; it is a private injury—I know 
what I have done—it was a denial of justice 
on the part of the government.” 

Bellingham was conducted without the 
slightest resistance to a large room beyond 
the termination of the upper lobby of the 
house, where he was examined. During the 
whole procedure Bellingham maintained the 
He said he had, for more 
watched for a favorable 
opportunity of effecting his purpose; that he 
had implored for justice in vain: that he 
had made application to every person likely 
to procure him redress; and that he had been, 
at length, driven to despair by being told at 
the public office that he might do his worst. 
“I have obeyed them,” he said, “I have done 
my worst, and I rejoice in my deed.” a) 

Bellingham was a tall, raw-boned man, 
and appeared about forty-two years of age, 
with a thin, long visage, aqualine nose, and 
short brown hair. After committing the 
horrible deed his principal anxiety seemed to 
be to persuade the spectators that the act 
was justifiable from the provocation he had 
received. 

The assassin was confined in Newgate 
and on Thursday following the murder the 
grand jury found a true bill against him.: 
His_ trial took place at the Old Bailey, on 
Friday, May 15. Upon being called upon to 
state the reason for the murder, the pris- 
oner rose and bowed respectfully to the court 
and jury, went into hig defense, in a firm 
tone. of voice, and without any appéarance 
of embarrassment or feeling for the awful 
situation in which he was placed. 

In part he spoke as follows: “I feel great 
Obligation to the attorney general for the 
objection which he has made to the plea of 
insanity. That I am, or have been insane, is 
a circumstance of which I am not apprised. 
T beg to assure you that the crime I have 
committed has arisen from compulsion rath- 
er than from any hostility to the man whom 
it has been my fate to destroy. Considering 
the amiable character and the universally 
admitted virtues of Mr. Perceval, I feel if 
I could murder him in a cool and unjusti- 
fiable manner, I should not deserve to live 
another moment in this world. 

“Until this fatal catastrophe, which no one 
can more heartily regret than I do, not ex- 
cepting even the family of Mr. Perceval him- 
self, I have stood alike pure in the minds 
of thése who have known me, \and in the 
judgment of my own heart. For eight years, 
gentlemen of the jury, I have been exposed 
to all sorts of miseries which it is possible 
for human nature to endure. Driven to de- 
spair I sought redress in vain. I submit to 
the fiat of my’ fate, firmly anticipating an 
acquittal from a charge so abhorrent to every 
feeling of my soul.” 

The prisoner’s counsel thereupon called 
witnesses to prove a state of insanity. The 
lord chief justice pointed out, however, those 
species of insanity which would excuse mur- 
der, or any other crime, but a person capable 
of distinguishing right from wrong could 
not be excused. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict of ‘guilty after deliberating a quarter 
of an hour. Bellingham was executed on 
Monday morning, May 18, following the 
murder. 


Legend of Glastonbury Thorn. 
(From the London Chronicle.) 

The Glastonbury thorn, which has broken 
tradition by failing to blossom this Christ- 
mas, is said by iconoclastically minded folk 
to be only a representative of the original 
thorn, which was destroyed at the time of 
the reformation. Glastonbury people, how- 
ever, will assure you that what really hap- 
pened was that only one of the limbs of the 
tree was felled, and that when the assailant 
raised his axe against the second he was 
suddenly struck blind. The legends agree 
in tracing the thorn to Joseph of Arimathea. 
But according to one version it sprang from 
the staff which he*stuck into the ground 
when tired with traveling, while another 
has it that he planted here a thorn from the 
Crown of Thorns.

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PENSIONS AND TEACHERS’ PAY 
EXPLAINED BY THE GOVERNOR 


(Following correspondence between State 
Superintendent of Schools Brittain and Gov- 
ernor Slaton to the effect that the balance due 
school teachers from the state funds of 1913 
had a prior call on the treasury, B. F. Clark 
writes The Constitution to inquire if con- 
federate veterans are paid a “year in ad- 
vance.” As covering an important issue in 
the state’s fiscal policy, The Constitution 
referred the letter for answer to Governor 
Slaton. The letter and the governor's reply 
follow.) 

From Mr. Clark. 

Editor Constitution: I notice the corre- 
spondence between State School Commission- 
er M. L. Brittain and Governor Slaton. The 
former asserts, and the latter seems to 
acquiesce, that the payment to the veterans 
in February, 1913, was for the year 1913. 
This is evidently an error. Even a dum- 

legislature would hardly pass a bill 
pay a year in advance. To do so would be 
equivalent to insuring the lives of the pen- 
sioners for the balance of the year in which 
they were paid. The register of veterans is 
made up tarly in January of each year and 
therefore only those who are alive then are 
entitled to registration. The dead ones are 
not on the list. Ten per cent or over die 
every year, and the percentage will rapidly 
increase until the last one is gone. 

It is hardly probable that even our aver- 
age legislators would have passed a bill that 
a frivolous dummy one would not. 

The school teachers ought to be paid 
promptly, of course. There is no objection 
to it and I simply write to correct a self- 


evident error.

Governor Slaton’s Answer. 

Editor Constitution: Prior to 
legislature passed a general tax act 
each succeeding two years. In 1909 a 
act was passed permanently providing 
the revenue of the state. 

In 1907, a general tax act was passed 
with the following title: “An act to levy 
and collect a tax to pay maimed con- 
federate soldiers and widows of confederate 
soldiers, such amounts as are allowed them 
by law for the fiscal years 1908 and 1909.” 

In 1909, when the permanent tax act was 
passed, it contained the following provisions: 

“In addition to the foregoing levy ito 
provide for the sinking fund) the governor, 
by and with the assistance of the comp- 
troller general, shall also levy and assess 
such additional rate of tax on the taxable 
property of this state as may be necessary 
to meet the appropriations of the general 
assembly of Georgia for each successive 
year.” 

In 1911 the legislature 
the support and maintenance 
schools of the state the sum of $2,550,000 
for each of the years 1912 and 1913. 

In 1911, in the same genéral appropria- 
tion bill, the legislature appropriated for 
the department of pensions for each of the 
fiscal years, 1912 and 1913, the sum of 
$1,180,000. : 

Thus it will be seen that the sum 
propriated for pensions for the year 
was $1,180,000, which has been paid. 

The amount appropriated for common 
schools for the year 1913 has not been paid. 
By the general appropriation act of 1913 
there was apprepriated for the years 1914 
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and 1915 each, for tommon schools, the sum 
of $2,550,000, and for pensions there was an 
appropriation made of $1,070,000 for each of 
Said years, 1914 and 1915. (The pension 
commissioner is urging this amount to be 
insufficient.) Thus it will be seen that un- 
der the law the pension sum appropriated 
for the year 1913 has been paid and the 
money appropriated for the year 1918 for 
common schools has not been paid. 

By reference to the revenue acts above 
set forth, it will be observed that the gov- 
ernor and comptroller general levy such tax 
for the year 1913, not to exceed the 6-mill 
limit, as will pay the appropriations made 
for the year 1913, thus making the pensions 
appropriated for 1913 and the common school 
fund for 1913 each a charge on the revenue 
of the year 1913. 

It will be obvious, theréfore, that when 
pensions of 1913 have been paid, the 
revenues of the year 1913 must be appro- 
priated to the payment of the common 
School fund for the vear 1913 before tn 
revenue of 1913 can be utilized to pay the 
pension appropriation for 1914. 

When Pensions Are Patd. 

By act of 1908, it provided that the 
pensions shall be paid between January 1 
and May 1, of each year. The. general ap- 
propriation act places the pensions and com- 
mon schools on an equality and it is only 
in an attempt to comply with this act. of 
1909 that the governor escapes delaying the 
pensions as long as he does the teachers. 

While the law is imperative, the funds are 
lacking, and with the present condition of 
the state’s finances, he must do the best he 
can to escape violating any law. . 
The state school commissioner requested 

attorney general by letter, dated Janu- 
18, 1911, to settle the question as a mat- 
of law, and the attorney general replied 
January 20, 1911, in part as follows: 
“Under the law, the payment of 
pensions is fixed between January 1 
and May 1 of each year. As the money 
now in the treasury arises from the 
taxes of 1910, it impressed with the 
use of the payment of the appropria- 
tions for that year and the sum 
above named is due the teachers of the 
common schools for the vear 1910, ‘I 
am of the opinion that the amount 
necessary for the payment of these 
teachers should be first applied to that 
Purpose, eSpeciallv in view of the fact 
that pensions for the current year may 
be paid at any time up to May l. 

“For the reasons above stated, 

think it would be strictly legal 
the pensions of the vear 1911 out 
the now in the treasury in 
preference the payment af the bal- 
ance due teachers for the year 
1910,” ; 
The scheme of the law is that the taxes 
year shall the appropriations 
year and under this plan the reve- 
nue for the year 1913 should pay the appro-

The law simply states that a 
sessing prescribed qualifications shall re- 
ceive a pension between January I! and May 
1 of each year, and the amount received is 
chargeable to that years revenue.

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‘POLES TODAY CELE- 
BRATE ANNIVERSARY 


By A. Karabasz. 


Today, 22, the Poles commemo- 


rate the 


January 
world over the anniversary of the 
third insurrection in Poland. 

This so-called “January Insurrection” 
took place in Poland in the year of 1863-64, 
during the time when Margrave Wielopolski 
was at the head of the civil government. 
This man, although he possessed great ad- 
ministrative abilities and did a lot of good in 
Poland, was a very proud and jealous po- 
tentate, persecuting all those who were of 
an opposite opinion. He had continuously 
insulted the national feelings of the Poles, 
therefore, the people, especially the youths, 
were slowly clamoring for an uprising. 

Wielopolski, seeing that the hostile move- 
ment was taking hold of the whole nation, 
in order to get rid of the instigating ele- 
ment, the young Poles, issued orders for an 
irregular, compulsory call to the army, the 
so-called “branka.”” This vurder was princi- 


|pally directed against the instigators of the 


uprising. By doing so, Wielopolski involun- 
tarily became the cause of the insurrection. 

The military order had caused many of 
the young Poles to disappear and hide in 
the forests and woods, where they began to 
arm themselves. Following their example, 
a great number of smaller and larger detach- 
ments of insurrectionists had formed and 
hid in the different forests, armed and ready 
to give battle. The so-called “national gov- 
ernment” in Warsaw, composed principally 
of the young Poles, directed the uprising. 
This national government issued, on the 
22d day of January, 1863, a proclamation to 
the people at large, calling to arms all able- 
bodied Poles, inmrespective of creed or per- 
sonal standing, to fight for their country. 

In a short time the insurrection took hold 
of the whole territory of Poland in Russia. 
Suppressed in one place it took rise in an- 
other, with greater stamina and vigor. New 
and more numerous detachments of insur- 
rectionists appeared on the battlefield. Alas, 
the Poles, although willing and imbued with 
sacrifice, vet untrained properly in warfare, 
seldom defeated their enemy. 

For over a year the Polish blood poured 
over the territory of Poland mm Russia; al- 
most a thousand of skirmishes and battles 
are recorded in the annals of warfare; the 
number of killed and wounded reached 
35,000; at least 150,000 were exiled, .@nd 
nearly all of the leaders were either killed 
in the battles or executed. The instrrection 
began to weaken continuously, until in the 
first‘half of the year of 1864 it fell entirely. 
The cruel persecution of Poles by Berg in 
Warsaw and Murawiew in Vilno finished the 
rest of it. 

Words cannot describe the. blood thirst 
and cruelty of these two tyrants, especially 
Murawiew, whom they ‘have called “the 
hangster.” He, on the least provocation or 
even suspicion, sentenced his victims to be 
shot, hanged or exiled. In all the cities of 
Lithuania he had erected terrible instru- 
ments of execution, where, daily, the best 
sons of the country were sent to death by 
his order. Where one member of the family 
was suspected of a political trespass, all 
were executed, for protecting an insurrec- 
tionist he burned whole villages ;:armed 
insurrectionists captured on the battlefields 
were cruelly tortured; they were eviscerated, 
their eyes torn out, ete. 

If the battles for independence, in spite of 
the heroic endeavors and numerous victories 
of the Poles, ultimately have always brought 
negative results, sciences and fine arts have 
nevertheless made a wonderful progress in 
Poland after her partition. The Polish na- 
tion has not died, and Poland—although not 
existing as a politically independent country 
—lives and gives proofs, daily, of her ex- 
istence. | 

One of the proofs is the organizing power 
of the Poles here in Amreica. aver one 
hundred thousand of loyal sons and \daugh- 
ters of Poland have organized under the 
banner of the Polish National Alliance of 
America, and they are working faithfully 
for the good of their beloved country. They 
are earnestly enlightening and educating 
themselves, they are uplifting themselves 
morally and spiritually, so that they thecome 
worthy of the moment when their cpuntry 
calls to them for help to liberate hes from 
the chains of slavery.

In the meantime, the ambassa- 
dor held several interviews with. the 
secretary of state and, explaining re- 
peatedly that the bill was contrary to 
the principle and spirit of the treaty, 
endeavored to cause the contention of 
the imperial government to be fully 
appreciated by the American govern- 
ment, and urged that no such enact- 
ment producing a discriminatory effect 
against Japanése should be passed. 

“The president then decided to send 
the secretary of state to California. 
The secretary appearéd in joint ses- 
sions of the two houses of the legisla- 
ture to explain personally the request 
of the federal government and to pre- 
sent their suggestions. Despite all 
available efforts used by the secretary 
of state to make the legislation less 
objectionable, the governor and mem- 
bers of the legislature strictly adhered 
to the principle that the rights of the 
state must not be interfered with, and 
the bill was passed finally. 


Various Protests by Japan. 

‘ITpon passage of the land bill the 
imperial government instructed their 
ambassador to hand, on the 10th of 
May, to the secretary of estate their 
first protest. On the lith of May the 
secretary of state wired, by order of 
the president, to the governor of Cali- 
fornia, apprising him of the receipt of 
the’ protest from the Japanese govern- 
ment, and expressed the willingness of 
the president to use his good offices 
through diplomatic means to bring 
about the desired sodution of the alien 
land ownership problem. The inten- 
tion of the president seemed to induce 
the governor to reconsider the matter 
and to refrain from signing the Dill, 
but the governor telegraphed back to 
the president pointing out the urgency 
which called for the legislation. He 
signed the bill on the 19th. 

“Upon receipt of the information that 
the bill had become law, the secretary 
of state handed to Viscount Chinda a 
reply to the protest of the imperial 
government. It began by recording the 
fact that efforts had been made to the 
fullest extent by the United States gov- 
ernment to prevent the legislaion, ex- 
pressing regret as to its final enact- 
ment, then went on to state emphati- 
cally that the enactment was purely 
the outcome of economic questions, and 
further, gave counter arguments on 
various points raised in our protest. 
But as the reply was not satisfac- 
tory to the imperial government, the 
ambassador was instructed to address | 
on the 4th of June a second communi- 
cation to the secretary of state in an- 
swer to the reply, discussing in detail 
the point concerning the violation of 
the treaty. On the 16th of June the 
secretary of state handed to Viscount 
Chinda the rejoinder. 

“The imperial govérnment then pre- 
pared the third note of protest and 
caused the ambassador to present it on 
the 18th of August to the secretary of 
state, which note remains unanswered. 

American Replies Unsatisfactory. 

“The replies of the United States 
government were not found satisfac- 
tory and the imperial government has 
come to see the necessity of consider- 
ing some other ways for solution of 
the question. However, to the regret 
of the government, the time has not 
arrived for reporting on the point.” 

Although the address elicited no 
formal comment from the state depart- 
ment, the con litions under which the 
statement that Japan’s last note re- 
mains unanswered was made, will, it is 
understood, again serve to direct atten- 
tion of the state department to this 
subject from which it has been almost 
completely diverted for the past four 
months. By mutual agreement the 
two governments thhave kept from pub- 
lication details of the negotiations but 
it has been understood here thatthe 
negotiations came to an end because 
the principals had arrived at an “im- 
passe.”’ 

The late Japanese note, it is said, 
could not technically be described as 
a protest; it was a refusal to accept as 
convincing the argument laid down by 
the state department in support of its 
contention that the California legisla- 
tion was not in derogation of Japanese 
rights. Each side had stated proposi- 
tions to which the other could not sub- 
scribe, so there no longer was room 
for. argument. 

As no way has been found out of this 

osition under existing conventions, it 
s understood that the last Japanese

proposition contemplated the making 
of a new treaty which might settle the 
issues between the two countries by 


precisely defining the rights of Japa-'! 


nese in America and of Americans in 
Japan. 

No suggestion concerning a new 
convention has come from either side 
and officials here will not venture a 
prediction as to which of the govern- 
ments will take the first step toward 
we op or re-opening the negotia- 
tions.

humiliated and his professional in- 
tegrity reflected on without due cause; 
that Judge Speer was generally re- 
puted to be tyrannical and approach- 
able by “underground wireless” route; 
that the sum of $50 had been paid by 
him to J. N. Talley, former secretary 
to Judge Speer and former law partner 
of Judge Speer’s son-in-law, to secure 
the designation of a bank as a deposi- 
tory for funds in bankruptcy. 

Cited for Contempt. 


J. &. Rigdell, attorney of Tifton, Ga., 
testified that he had been cited to ap- 
pear before Judge Speer for contempt 
for alleged failure to obey an order of 
a referee in bankruptcy, and that 
Judge Speer had ordered the marshal 
of his court to arrest four other attor- 
neys in the same cause, authough next 
day he had dismissed the latter. 

During the day’s proceedings the 
committee again ruled that the hear- 
ing was of an inquisitorial nature, and 
that counsel for the defense were 
present by courtesy. 

The sessiong; were well attended and 
local interest showed no abatement. 

Local interest in the investigation 
had apparently increased when the 
third day’s session of the subcommit- 
tee of the house committee on judi- 
ciary began this morning. The court- 
room was well filled with spectators 
in anticipation of the introduction of 
the leading witnesses, who had been 
subpoenaed to appear yesterday, but 
had been excused through the cour- 
tesy of the committee. 

As on the two previous days Chair- 
man Webb took the lead in hammer- 
ing the witnesses, although Represent- 
atives Fitzhenry and Volstead, the oth- 
er members of the committee, would 
ask an occasional question on some 
point not quite clear to them. The 
committee showed great familiarity 
with the voluminous record, which had 

een compiled by Special Examiner 
Lewis, of the department of justice, 


who last year took more than 100 de- 
positions in the case. 


Colonel Huff Takes Stand. 


Colonel W. A. Huff, an octogenarian, 
former mayor of Macon, and credited 
with ents one of the instigators of 
the investigation, was the first wit- 
ness called when the committee con- 
vened at 16:25 o’clock. He stated that 
he was 81 years of age, and had resid- 
ed in Macon for fifty-eight years. 

The witness stated that on August 
15, 1899, all the property he possessed 
was thrown into the hands of a receiv- 
er, the proceedings béing instituted in 
Judge Speer’s court. A temporary re- 
ceiver was appointed, and in 1902 a 
portion of the estate was sold, he said, 
to the state of Georgia, the sale be- 
ing by consent. Colonel Huff had de- 
murred at the price suggested and a 

rice satisfactory to himself had been 
ater agreed on. The money received 
had been turned over to a company 
holding a mortgage on the property. 

The decree of Judge Speer had ae 
later modified on the first We eal to 
the appellate court, the plainti fs being 
required to pay the costs accruing prior 
to the appointment of the permanent 
receiver. : 

A final decree of sale of the property 
rd Judge Speer had then been appealed, 
the lower court being sustained. 


Says He’s Not Instigator. 


Colonel Huff denied vigorously that 
he was one of the “chief detractors” 
of Judge Speer, or that he had played 


‘the prominent part in instigating the 


investigation charged to him by two 
newspapers. 

That more than $90,000 received from 
the sale of the Huff estate remained 
on deposit without interest for more 
than three years in a bank of which 
Cecil Morgan, brother-in-law of Judge 
Speer, is vice president, was charged 
by the witness. He charged that Judge 
Speer’s business partner is president of 
the bank. Colonel Huff stated that 
Judge Speer was “unpopular, tyranni- 
cal, despotic and absolutely selfish.” 

The witness was not cross-examined. 

Judge Speer’s counsel volunteered to 
prepare a statement showing the fees 
allowed and paid in the Huff bank- 
ruptcy case. The offer was accepted 
by the committee. Counsel were al- 
lowed to offer the court records in the 
case as an exhibit. 

Chairman Webb ruled, in response to 
4 query by Judge Speer’s counsel, that 
the committee would not observe the 
strict rules of evidence in conducting 
the investigation. 

w . Snodgrass, attorney, the next 
witness, testified that he believed 
Judge Speer to be unfair and arbitrary, 
and that because of the prevalence of 
this belief litigants were slow to bring 
suits in his court. At 12:30 o’clock 
the committee recessed until 2:30. 


“Counsel for Other Side.” 


Major W. E. Simmons, an attorney, 
of Lawrenceville, Ga, was the first 
witness examined at the afternoon 
session.

Threatened With Jail. 


J. T. Hill, attorney, of Cordele, Ga., 
was next examined. He stated that he 
was cited for contempt before Judge 
in a case involving an attor- 
ney’s fee. The witness stated that 


while he knew Judge Speer was with- 
out jurisdiction, as a question of pro- 
fessional integrity was involved he 
had waived the question of jurisdic- 
tion. He said that Judge Speer had 
threatened to place him in jail unless 
he returned half of a fee received 
from a client he had defended. The 
court had declined to grant him an ap- 
peal, he said. From May until Sep- 
tember, the witness stated, he did not 
know what action Judge Speer would 
take and was ‘‘almost afraid to come 
to Macon.” In September he received 
a letter from Judge Speer fully exon- 
erating him. Asked by Chairman 
Webb regarding Judge Speer’s stand- 
ing as a jurist, he stated that there 
was an impression in the country dis- 
tricts that litigants in Judge Speer’s 
court, to be successful, must approach 
the court by some ‘‘wireless, under- 
ground method.’ Asked to designate 
some of the attorneys who were suc- 
cessful in the court, he named J. N. 
Tatley, former secretary to Judge 
Speer; H. H. Hayward, Judge Speér’s 
son-in-law; Max I c, Hayward’s law 
partner, and the rm of Hardeman, 
Jones, Park & Johnston. 


J. S&S. Rigdell Testifies. 


J. S. Rigdell, attorney, of Tifton, Ga., 
testified that he was cited to appear 
before Judge Speer at Albany, Ga., in 
a contempt proceeding instituted 
against himself and four other attor- 
neys for alleged failure to obey an 
order of a referee in bankruptcy. 

Previously, he stated, he had mailed 
his personal check for the amount 
stipulated in the order to “avoid 
trouble and inconvenience.” He was 
present, he said, when Judge Speer 
ordered the marshal to “arrest all those 
lawyers” and bring them before him, 
and had arisen in court and announced 
his presence. The other lawyers or- 
dered placed under arrest had heard of 
the court’s action. and hastened to 
Albany to escape arrest. The follonm- 
ing day, he said, the attorneys were all 
discharged by Judge Speer. 

Recalled to the stand, J. T. Hill 
stated that he h paid J. N. Talley, 
former private secretary to Judge 
Speer, a fee of $50 to represent him 
in an effort to have a bank designated 
as a depositary for bankruptcy funds. 
He was not positive if, at the time, 
Mr. Talley was a member of the legal 
firm of Talley & Hayward. The bank 
was made a depositary, he said. 

The committee adjourned at 5:30 un- 
til 10 o’chock tomorrow morning.

BISHOP JOHN WALDEN 
ENTERS THE UNKNOWN 


One of Best Known Northern 


! Methodist Prelates—Death 


Came in Florida. 


Daytona, Fla. January 21.—Bishop 
John M. Walden, of Cincinnati, who for 
some days has been critically ill here, 
died tonight at 11:40 o'clock. He was 
83 years of age and said to have been 
one of the oldest active bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal church. 

Bishop John Morgan Walden was 
born at Lebanon, Ohio, February 11, 
1831. He graduated from Farmers’ 
college, near Cincinnati, in 1852. He 
devoted his earlier years of manhood 
to teaching school, later entering the 
field of journalism. 

For a time he was editor and pub- 
lisher of an independent paper in Illi- 
nois and later of a free-state paper in 
Kansas. In 1858 he-entered the Meth- 
odist Episcopal ministry as a member 
of the Cincinnati conference. He was 
elected bishop in 1884. 

Bishop Walden has been active in 
church work and has made episcopal 
visits to every state and to the Meth- 
odist missions of Europe, Asia, South 
Africa and Mexico.

REYNOLDS PLANNING 
FOR PRISON REFORMS 


Radical Proposals Likely in Re- 
gard to Changes in the 
Parole Boards. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 21.—(Special.) 
Attorney General McReynolds is work- 
ing out a program for federal prison 
reform, part of which will include 
some radical recommendations for a 
change in the system of administra- 
tion. Since he took office he has made 
a close study of prison conditions, 
which he thinks could be greatly im- 
proved. 

One of the chief changes desired, he 
said today, is a reorganization of the 
various parole boards. These boards, 
in each prison, are composed of the 
warden, the superintendent and the 
prison physician. He believes this or- 
ganization is wrong and that the mem- 
bership should be made up of officials 
whose duties do not bring them in as 
close contact with the prisoners. He 
thinks that the convicts, realizing that 
their parole would be passed upon by 
this trio’ would not place their confi- 
dence in them as freely as they might 
under a different arrangement. 

Mr. McReynolds expects to announce 
his program within a short time. The 
passage by congress of a bill provid- 
ing for some of the changes would be 
necessary.

BROKERS SENTENCED 
TO ATLANTA PRISON 


Blmira. N. ¥., January 21.—Five 
brokers who were convicted of fraud- 
ulent practices in connection with the 
American Redemption company and 
the International Bankers’ alliance 
were sentenced in the federal court 
here today. 

A. Bryce Crane of Newark, N. J., 
was given one year in the Elmira re- 
formatory;: Samuel J. Durant, one year 
in the federal prison in Atlanta; Ma- 
son A. Worth, of New York, six 
months in the penitentiary; Clifford 
R. Skinner, of Philadelphia, was fined 
$500; Halford B. Wardin, of Roches- 
ter, president of the American Re- 
demption company, promoter of the 
scheme, who turned state’s evidence, 
was fined $6,000. 

Their scheme was to get in touch 
with some concern that wanted to 
float stock or bonds and profess to 
undertake the sale providing they 
were indorsed by the American Re- 
demption company, which charged a 
percentage for approving the issue. 
The brokers always found they could 
not sell the stocks.

CARABAO BANQUET ECHO

Washington, January 21.—An echo 
of the Carabao banquet, at which the 
administration’s Philippine policy was 
ridiéuled here last month, was heard 
at the navy department today, when 
Secretary Daniels revoked an order as- 
signing Rear Admiral Thomas B. How- 
ard to command the Asiatic fleet, suc- 
ceeding’ Rear Admiral Reginald Nichol- 
son. Instead, Admiral Howard will 
relieve Rear Admiral Ww. Coles, 
commanding the American squadron of 
the Pacific-Mexican coast and Admiral 
Coles will take command of the Aslati¢ 
fleet.

“tinder the circumstances, we did not 
want to send Admiral Howard to the 
Philippines,” said Secretary Daniels 
today. “But as we have every confi- 
dence in him, we did not want to give 
him a command that would in any way 
appear to be a punishment, so we de- 
ctded to send him to the Pacific Mexi- 
can squadron. This aftrangement is 
entirely satisfactory to Admiral How- 
ard.”’

Chihuahua, Mexico, January 21.—‘lIt 
soon will be shown that the United 
States has not waited in vain in the 
belief that the Huerta government is 
slowly crumbling,” said General Fran- 
cisco Villa today. 

"With the northern division of the 
Huerta army imprisoned in the United 
States and with General Jose Refugio 
Velasco's federal troops trembling at 
Torreon, the only point they now hold 
in the north, it will not be long before 
the usurper Huerta will be swept away 
by public opinion. At first it was only 
our arms that brought us victories, but 
now the people of Mexico are con- 
vinced of the seriousness of the revo- 
lution. Our strength is growing daily. 
We are finding that popular approval 
is as effective as bullets. 

“But we are not forgetting that bul- 
lets are still necessary.
